Washington, May 20.—Advices re- 


ceived at the Japanese legation from 
TJoklo, confirming the Associated Presn 
accounts of tbe sinking of the cruiser 
Toshlno and the battleship Hatsuse, 
-state that after the Hatsuse had been 
struck by Russian mechanical mines 
a Russian flotilla of 1C torpedo boats 
and destroyers appeared, but were re- 
pulse^ by the Japanese cmisers which 
saved 300 of the Hntsiise's crew, in- 
cluding Admiral Mashiba and Cni'*am 
NaUao.
